Of New Lidice Stamp 


Both the New York Sun of 
July 10th and the New - York 
Times of July 12th carried stories 
emanating from (presumably) 
Paul Berdanier that he (Berda- 
nier) had been commissioned to 
design a stamp to honor the ill- 
fated Czech town of Lidice and 
the proclamation of the Atlantic 
Charter—the stamp to be issued 
August 14th. 

The Washington Stamp Ex- 
change, of Newark, New Jersey, 
in order to prepare “Artcraft’ 
covers for the first day of the 
reported stamp—and desiring of- 
ficial confirmation of its issue, 
ltelegraphed the Post Office De- 
partment regarding the issue on 
July 13th. 

There is no such stamp con- 
templated. Here is a copy of the 
telegram received from the de- 
partment:— 

“Washington Stamp Exchange, 
Newark, New Jersey. 
Department has no plans for 

the issuance of a Lidice stamp. 

Black, Third Ass’t.” 

It looks as though someone has 
announced a stamp issue without 
Jeonsulting the Post Office De-,| 
partment about the matter. We 
respectfully suggest to our New 
York Ecitor friends that they 
veriiycteries of new issues be- 
fore giving publicity to the stories 
submitt< - to them by the artists 
| who hope to be commissioned to 
design stamps. 

If new issues are contemplated 
|we 4ll hope that the Department 
| will allow time enough to enable 
ithe first day cover collectors to 
| get set for the issue and for the 
|publishers of envelopes to get 
‘out nice ones.

In 
addi‘ion to the new stamp, the 
cover bears five of the old air 
Mail stamps but these are left 
uncancelled since doubtless all 
Stamps in use prior to the Italian 
conquest of the country have been 
demonetized.

Sends First Day China 
Cover To Chiang Kai-Shek 





A first-day cover from Post-

In his message to the Chinese 
leader, enclosed in the cover, the 
Postmaster General said, is part: 

“It is the purpose of this stamp 
to express the admiration of the 
United States for the courageous 
resistance of the Chinese Nation 
to military aggression, and to fo- 
cus attention upon the cause to 
which we are jointly dedicated— 
*that government of the people, 
by the people, and for the people, 
shall not perish from the earth’.”

Sound Reasoning Makes 
Cleveland A.P.S. Meeting 
In August Justifiable 


“Vacations are desirable from 
the standpoint of public health, 
efficiency and morale, and va- 
cation business has furnished a 
means of livelihood to many 
people ir various parts of the 
country.”’ This statement was re- 
cently made by Joseph B. East- 
man, Director, Office of Defense 
Transportation, and prominently 
quoted by a number of railroads 
in justification of their vacation 
trip advertisements. 

A great deal of misunderstand- 
ing seem. to have developed re- 
cently due to the Director’s re- 
quest that conventions and fairs 
be cancelled this year in order 
that there may be no interference 
with the necessary transportation 
of war material and travel by our 
armed forces. 

However, this request was 
mainly directed against large 
conventions of national organiza- 
tions, such as the American Le- 
gion, Th American Bankers As- 
sociation, The Shrine, and others 
who draw thousands of visitors 
to a convention city. No one will 
be so sanguine as to expect that 
a philatelic convention ever -will 
draw su.’. crowds as to seriously 
interfers with the orderly traffic 
of the railroads and cause serious 
congestion and interference with 
the necessary war transportation. 

Therefore, the Cleveland Con- 
vention committee has felt that 
there is no objection to the hold- 
ing of the 57th Annual Convention 
of the American Philetic Society, 
which convention is scheduled in 
Cleveland, Ohio, August 12 to 16. 
Attending a national philatelic 
convention is a vacation to the 
stamp collector and as such quite 
necessary for the efficiency of the 
individual, Relaxing and enjoying 
a stamp convention at a beautiful 
vacation resort such as Cleveland 
on the shores of Lake Erie cannot 
help but aid the war effort by 
increasing one’s morale and ef- 
ficiency as well as help one to 
better withstand the strain of the 
present time. 

To reduce week-end 
congestion the Convention will 
not open until the morning of 
Wednesday, August 12, thereby 
giving visitors ample opportunity 
to leave their home towf after 
the heavy week-end traffic is 
over. 

Cleveland is easily accessible 
by train. boat, air and automobile 
and is situated such as to place 
half of the population of the Unit- 
ed States and Canada within an 
overnight’s ride.

“Tripolitsa has fallen! Tripolitsa has fallen!” This magic cry ran 
the length and height of Greece like wildfire. It was unbelievable! 
Tripoli, otherwise known as Tripolitsa, was one of the most important 
cities in the Peloponnesos, Furthermore it was well protected by a 
crack garrison, Was it really possible for the insurgents to have had 
such a colossal initial success? It was. Tripolitsa, the capital of Peloe

querors began 
marching in. But soon their joy 
was mingled with justifiable curi- 
osity when they noticed among 
the leaders, the figure of a woman, 
mounted on a white charger, en- 
tering the town in triumph, 

She was a sight never to be for- 
gotten, Tanned, majestic, self- 
possessed, suggesting unlimited 
energy in every joint and muscle 
of her brawny make up, There 
was something of the tang of the 
salt water in her, an air suggest- 
ing the big expanse of sea and sky. 
The crowds were spell-bound. 
Then they knew. She couldn’t be 
anybody else but Bouboulina. They 
were right, She was. 

Laskarina Bouboulina. The great 
lady of the Revolution. A figure 
unique in the annals of feminine 
achievement, was at the time of 
her triumpant entry into Tripoli- 
tsa a woman of fifty, She was as 
strong as a prize-fighter and as 
generous as only a really superior 
r2rson can be. 

Her entrance into Tripolitsa was 
a fortunate thing. Because it was 
due to her prestige and strong 
demonstrations that the invaders 
refrained from attacking the har- 
ems ‘of the Turkish officials. A 
fews days previous to the fall of 
the city the Turkish governor a»- 
proached Bouboulina on the sub« 
ject and begged her support. She 
promised to do her utmost. And 
she kept her word. 

But who was this remarkable 
woman who was destined to play 
such an important part in the 
Revolutionary war? Was she an 
aristocrat or a woman of the peo< 
ple? To what factors, inherited 
and environmental, may her 
great courage and her astounding 
human qualities be attributed? 

Boubo .lina was the daughter of 
the Greek archipelago. She was 
the descendant of a long line of 
Greek mariners reared in the tra- 
ditions of sailing in the Meditere 
ranean. Her father was a captain. 
Her mother was the daughter of 
a prominent family of Hydra. As 
a little girl and later, as a woman, 
she loved the lapping of the 
waves against the hull of a sail- 
ing boat. 

Laskarina saw the light of day 
in a prison cell in Constantinople. 
Destiny had it that way. Instead 
of opening her eyes for the first 
time upon the golden and blue

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Big Streamlined Rotary Presses 
Have Modernized Postage Sfamp 
Printing Methods Of Yesteryear 





Last week we concluded our story on stamp printing at a point 
where the printing plate had been approved and was ready for the 
press, That however would depend on the type of press that was to be 
used, whether a flat bed or a modern rotary press which prints from 


curved plates.

presses from flat plates. 

Back i: 1914 employees of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing in Washington, D. C., perfect- 
ed a new type of press for print- 
ing postage stamps. This press is 
referred to as a Rotary Press. Ro- 
tary because of the fact that it 
is composed of cylinders which 
revolve, one rolling against an- 
other and the sheets of paper 
passing between the cylinders to 
receive the printed impression. 

On the old style’ engraving 
presses, the sheets were laid on 
flat plates, which were inked and 
wiped by hand and then.-a roller 
passed quickly over the back of 
the sheet to impress the paper 
onto the plate so that it would 
pick up the ink from the recesses 
in the plate. This method was a 
slow and tedious one and it was 
this fact that led employees of 
the Bureau at Washington to de- 
vise and perfect the present ro- 
tary press on which stamps are 
now printed by a method much 
the same as engraving, altho the 
beauty of the finished product 
does not compare with the old 
style hand work. 

The illustration herewith shows 
a rotary press as used in printing 
the postage stamps for Canada. 
The picture is taken as the new 
current issue of Canada’s War 
Stamps was being produced, 

I shall not attaempt to describe 
or explain the processes of this 
press because I have not seen the 
press and could not speak with 
certainty, but it can be said that 
it is unlike the presses in the 
Bureau at Washington. 

The presses in the Bureau at 
Washington print from rolls of 
paper, while the press in this il- 
lustration evidently prints from 
flat sheets and in our illustration 
we see the pressman checking a 
sheet for proper ink distribution. 
At the top center of the picture 
is an electric eye device which 
counts the sheets as printed. The 
press will produce approximately 
1000 printed sheets per hour. 

It is my belief that the Cana- 
dian stamps although printed 
from a rotary press are from a 
flat bed rotary press and not from 
a curved plate press as is used at 
Washington. Perhaps at a later 
time we can learn of this print- 
ing method and speak with cer- 
tainty. 

I. have seen and examined the 
presses in the Bureau at Wash- 
ington and understand the pro- 
duction methods of the presses 
but any description of same would 
be inaccurate as to the methods 
used in printing Canada’s stamps.

Of The British Empire— 
The Bahama Islands 


Special stamps to commemor- 
ate the conclusion of Peace in the 
World War of 1914-18 were or- 
dered by the government of the 
Bahamas early in 1919, but owing 
to pressure of work at the De La 
Rue establishment were not final- 
ly placed on sale until March Ist, 
1920. Five denominations com- 
prised the set, all recess printed 
in large format, with a design 
which incorporates beside the 
head of H. M. King George V the 
official badge of the colony; a 
seventeenth-century sailing ship 
encircled by a Garter whereon is 
inscribed the motto of the colo- 
ny, “Expulsis Piratis—Commercia 
Restitutit,” having reference to 
the unenviable notoriety of the 
Bahamas as a resort for bucca- 
neers in the days before the Brit- 
ish occupation. Sheets consisted 
of 60 stamps, arranged in 10 rows 
of 6. 

These stamps were in concur- 
rent circulation with the regular 
stamp issue of the colony for 
about twelve months, and so far 
as is known there was but one 
printing. No figures are available 
as to ‘numbers printed,” but it 
may be assumed that the total 
printing of the 1s, value did not 
exceed 36,000 copies. : 

A second commemorative stamp 
issue was planned nine years la- 
ter, in connection with the cele- 
bration of the’ tercentenary of 
colonisation and the two  hund- 
redth anniversary of the first 
meeting of the General Assembly. 
Again there was delay in delivery, 
so that the issue did not actually 
take place until January 2nd., 
1930. ' 

The central device reproduces 
the Seal of the colony, engraved 
with the same design and motto 
as appears on the badge. Above it 
and immediately under the name 
“BAHAMAS” are three scrolls 
inscribed with the dates 1629, 
1769, and 1929, the second date 
being that of the institution of 
the General Assembly. 

Again there are five denomina- 
tions, engraved and recess print- 
ed by Messrs. Bradbury, Wilkin- 
son & Co. Ltd. of New Malden, 
whose imprint is found upon the 
bottom margins of the sheets of 
60 subjects (12 rows of 5). 

These stamps remained on sale, 
concurrently with the normal is- 
sue, until April 20th, 1931, when 
they were withdrawn from circu- 
“remain- 
der” destroyed, officially, on May 
26th following. The quantities 
sold of each denomination were: 
Id., 167,446; 3d., 34,556; 5d., 27,- 
155; 2s., 11,689; and 3s., 10,303. Of 
the 2s, value a considerable pro- 
Portion was fiscally employed. 

Market values of these two 
sets have risen sharply during the 
last few years. In the case of the 
second, or “‘Tercentenary” series, 
this was catalogued in 1935 at 
£1 19s. 6d., but now stands at 
Nearly £4. 

Stamp Collecting, London. 

A postage stamp of the Trans- 
Vaal almost caused an uprising in 
1894 because the engraver had 
made a mistake in designing the 
“dissel-boom” or  single-poled 
Wagon, with two poles, The people 
Used the wagon as a symbol and 
new stamps had to be printed to 
avoid a revolt.

I understand that in some 
quarters there has been some agi- 
tation to have the Bureau cata- 
logue priced on an A standard 
rather than the present B stand- 
ard. I for one hearily oppose this 
because it would increase some 
items to such an extent that a lot 
of prospective collectors would be 
chased away. Nevertheless I can 
understand why those who col- 
lect A copies only would want 
this, for although the catalogue 
advises a 25% increase for A 
copies with a minimum, yet in 
most ca_; the price is just what 
the seller fancied it was worth 
or thought the traffic would 
stand. If the catalogue was priced 
A condition this of course would 
protect those who collect only 
that standard of material. Yet on 
the other hand there would be 
quite a time to get collectors and 
dealers to price ‘their material 
down for B condition and I think 
this would ruin a lot of interest 
in Bureau Print collecting. One 
of the finest things ever divised 
was the A, B. and C grading of 
stamps as illustrated and used in 
the Bureau catalogue. It has come 
to my attention that this type of 
grading in some form or other 
has already filtered over into the 
foreign stamp field and I expect 
it will be more and more in use 
as the soundness of its purpose 
has become apparent. One defect 
has appeared in this form of 
classifying and it came from the 
interpretation or rather misinter- 
pretation either wilfully or un- 
knowingly in classification B. I 
have noted where B classification 
has been placed on items where 
the line between the perforations 
and the frame line of the stamp 
has been almost microscopic yet 
there. I don’t believe the cata- 
logue makers intentions were just 
quite that. So I again advise con- 
sideration of adding just one 
more condition. The now used C 
to cover items that are very close 
and just touch and D to cover 
the items where perforations cut 
in on one or more sides.

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TEAMWORK AND COOPERATION NEEDED 

We print in this issue a news item from Mr, Wm, C, Webb of Ne- 
wark, N, J., in which is quoted a telegram from Third Assistant Post- 
master General Ramsey S. Black, in which Mr. Black states “Depart- 
ment has no plans for issuance of a Lidice stamp.” Lidice you should 
know is the unfortunate Czechoslovak village in which Reinhard Hey- 
drich, Hitler Gestappo agent was killed and which was laid waste and 
destroyed in reprisal by Hitler, 

We are making the above statements and calling attention to the 
printed announcement because we do not trust the information print- 
od and given out. In other words we are printing rumors and want 
you to look upon these words as rumors. 

You may ask, why do we print rumors, why not wait until facts 
are established and then print the facts. That dear reader is what 


we would like to do, but in present day newspaper business one can |‘ 


not do business in that manner because the source that is able to state 
facts is so uncertain that one can not know. whether a statement is a 
fact or whether it is a camouflage, 

Two reputable New York newspapers are quoted as saying that a 
Lidice stamp is to be issued. James Waldo Fawcett in his column in 
the Sunday Star of Washington, D, C, also stated the stamp is an- 
nounced, yet Mr. Black denies it, When such a situation confronts 
one, one can only print the statements and claim them to be rumors, 
yet the papers that published the statemens may have information 
on which they are ready to stake their reputation and will insist that 
these statements are not rumors, 

In oher words, maybe Mr. Black does not know what he is talk- 
ing about. Just who makes the decisions as to new stamps. Is it Mr, 
Black, Postmaster General Frank C. Walker or perhaps orders from 
President Roosevelt, In this present crucial situation we can believe 
the latter might be the best and if such is the case, how are we going 
to find out in advance, just what is to be done, 

My object in pointing out these matters is to try to let collectors 
know just how uncertain these matters are and how difficult it is to 
learn facts, Also to show you collectors what a difficult time pub- 
lishers of envelopes have in getting facts in sufficient time to properly 
design and offer envelopes for first day covers. 

Some might say that we are making a mountain out of a mole 
hill, but such is not the case. Back in 1932 we had direct information 
from people in high positions in Franklin, New Hampshire, that a stamp 
was to be issued honoring Daniel Webster. We printed that informa-

The situation was simply that we had beat the gun, by getting in- 
formation through a source that knew, before the Department had 
made the announcement and. it therefore denied, when doubtless it 
was a fact known to the Department better han we ourselves knew i. 

Why all the secrecy, why not complete and thorough cooperation, 
In our case at least, we are attempting to publish a NEWSPAPER for 
stamp collectors, we want the news when it is news, We are not run- 
ning a magazine, we are seriously trying to make this a real Weekly 
Philatelic Newspaper and we will gladly cooperate in the best tra- 
ditions of the newspaper game if we can have such friendly service 
and cooperation from Officials at Washington, 

We have on different occasions made the statement that there 
should be associated with the Department at Washington, a Philatelist 
who thoroughly and completely understands all philatelic problems. 
The advice of such a person would go a long way in clarifying many 
situations which heretofore have caused trouble and misunderstanding.

In 
those days, if you had two copies of the 3c 
Bank Note—l1 grilled, 1 without—you had them 
all. No fuss about secret marks, hard or soft 
paper, etc.

Some other items of interest—stamps were 
unperforated, today they are imperforated. 
Grilled stamps were described as grilled on 
back, all others plain backs. (Grills must have 
broken through the front since them days.) 
The pictures on the newspaper stamps were 
variously described as ‘‘Female, scales in left 
hand,” “Female with shield,” ‘Female with 
book and pencil,” etc. The P.O. Dept. stamps 
were split into two series, one on bluish sur- 
faced paper, the other on white paper.

ACE STAMP CO. 
METHOD PRAISED 
BY MANY 


At the risk of boring our old read- 
ers, I am reprinting articles that 
have appeared in earlier bulletins— 
because many of our new readers 
are not familiar with OUR auction 
terms—because it will be the sub- 
ject of discussion at the A P S Con- 
vention in Cleveland. I hope these 
reprints will help formulate a fair 
set of rules—fair not only to the 
buyer, but also to the owner. 


English As She’s Abused— 
Webster’s definition of the word 
Good is “possessing desirable quali- 
ties.” The Stamp Trade defines the 
same word in auction catalogues as 
follows— 

Cat. No. 1—Good, perfs may 
eenter or heavily 
perfs clipped. 

Cat. No. 2—Good, usually off centered. May 

be fairly attractive with small de- 

foie Good, perfs may touch, may 
be heavily cancelled, or slight de- 

Cat. No. Good, one or more of the following 
defects: thin, straight edge, nibbed 
perforations, creases, faded, ete. 

and so they run—Ad finem, and I 
humbly ask—what is good about 
any of them? And if good, can 
mean what they say, what do they 
mean by small, fine, minor, ordinary 
run, etc? If you get what I mean! 
And why all this “may be” stuff, 
when in 75% of the cases there isn’t 
any “may be” about it? 
I have tried for several years to give 
a true word-picture of the stamps 
we offer. I have failed, because I 
have used terms common in the 
trade, such as Good, Fair, Fine, etc. 
The experienced auction buyer has 
learned by trial and error that in 
most auctions anything below Fine 
was Poor or worse. When I de- 
scribed a stamp as Good, I meant 
Good; the average buyer who hard- 
ly ever reads the conditions gov- 
erning the sale, took it for granted 
that it was the usual Auction “Good” 
and passed it up, or bid 10% of cat. 
Further, what would be considered 
fine in centering for a 2c 1863 Black 
Jack, would be poor on any of the 
Famous Americans. The dividing 
line cannot be drawn between 19th 
and 20th Century—consider the dif- 
ficulty of obtaining finely centered 
Kans. and Neb., as compared to a 
set of the same stamps without sur- 
charge. Any rule for grading that 
does not take into consideration the 
particular stamp involved will fail 
and is not fair to the owner. 
To set up a hard and fast rule of 
grading is still more difficult when 
applied to foreign stamps. The spec- 
ialist of the first issues of Nether- 
lands expects, and has a right to 
expect large margins on all four 
sides. But if he decided to collect 
the imperf. issues of Chile, he would 
have to change his standard or do 
without 
Catalogue descriptions must be equi- 
table to buyer and seller, and yet 
keep from being too wordy. I be- 
lieve that the solution is to drop 
such generalities as Fine, etc. To de- 
scribe the stamp as it appears— 
then give it a grade rating for the 
particular stamp involved. 

Grading is easy, but depends to a 

great extent on the integrity and 

years of experience of the cata- 
loguer. 

With all the above in mind, I have 

adopted a new method and would 

ask the prospective bidder to read 
carefully our rules and descriptions 
at top of auction list.

Cat. No. 3- 
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Stamp Tax May Burden 
All Stamp Collectors 


There will be no Boston Tea 
Party if the proposal to tax stamp 
collections as put forth in Wash- 
ington, D. C., becomes the uni- 
versal practice. James Waldo 
Fawcett in the Sunday Star of 
July 5th states that “Stamp and 
coin collectors in the Distirct of 
Columbia are to be required to 
pay taxes on their sumismatic 
and Philatelic possessions.” Faw- 
cett states that the personal pro- 
perty tax forms which have just 
been distributed in the District 
call for estimates of value on all 
stamp and coin collections held 
by residents of the District. Own- 
ers are expected to report the 
true value of the property. 

Once put into effect in Wash- 
ington, we can expect this new 
source of tax dollars to be un- 
covered in many other states and 
collectors will then have the op- 
portunity to check up and decide 
just what their stamps are worth.

24 Year Old Street 
Car Mail Service Stop 





From Robert A. Lawrence of 
Knoxville, Tenn., comes the fol- 
lowing newspaper clipping that 
tells of the stopping of the 24 
year old pickup mail service that 
has been in effect in Knoxville 
since the last world war. Date of 
discontinuance being July, 1, 
1942. 


Knoxville Transit Lines will 
stop the 24-year-old practice of 
picking up mail, effective tomor- 
row, Mike Kraemer, KTL official, 
announced today. 

“It is necessary to discontinue 
that service in order to comply 
with a request by the Office of 
Defense Transportation,” he said. 

“We have been ordered to re- 
duce the number of car and bus 
stops.” 

The company inherited an 
agreement made by its predeces- 
sors, who began the practice of 
carrying the mail largely as a 
safeguard against strikes and vio- 
lence. 

The theory was that workers 
and strike sympathizers would 
not dare to interfere with opera- 
tion of vehicles carrying U. S. 
mail, 

Mr. Kraemer said an average 
of about 350 pieces of mail have

KNOW YOUR NEIGHBOR 
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VENEZUELA—LAND OF “BLACK GOLD” 

In the extreme northwest corner of the Republic of Venezuela, 
where the Colombian peninsula of Guajira’and the Venezuelan penin- 
sula of Paraguana thrust out into the Caribbean to form the Gulf 
of Maracaibo, inland and connecting with the Gulf is the famed Lake 
Maracaibo, Along the coast and to the north and south of the lake are 
thousands of square miles of swampy lowlands. These tropical swamps 


were scene of the earliest explo-© 


ration of the South American 
mainland, Columbus, in 1498, had 
sailed -around Trinidad, touching 
at present day Puerto Colon and 
skirting the northern coast as far 
as the Isle of Margarito, to which 
he gave its name, only to return 
to his base at Santo Domingo. A 
year later came a former com- 
panion of Columbus, Alonzo de 
Ojeda, with a company of explor- 
ers. One of the company was Am- 
erigo Vespucci whose name the 
continent was one day to bear. 


Putting into Lake Maracaibo, the 
explorers found native villagers 
living in shelters set on piles along 
the swampy shores, Struck with 
@ resemblance, they gave to their 
discovery the name of “Venezu- 
ela,”—“Little Venice.” It was not 
for them to know, not in their 
wildest imaginings of treasure to 
be come upon in this wilderness 
could they have dreamed that be- 
neath the waters of the lake and 
under their feet, as they picked 
their way through jungle swamp, 
was a treasure vault of “black 
gold,”—petroleum,—a mineral so 
precious in an age of science and 
invention centuries away that 
wars would be fought for its pos- 
session, 

Gold there was in Venezuela, 
and precious stones, chief lures in 
Spanish quest. They are still there. 
But in the economy of the twen- 
tieth century they take a place 
subordinate to the petroleum de- 
posits of the lowlands. Today 
Venezuela is producing more oil 
than are all the other Latin 
American nations combined and 
is outpaced only by the United 
States and Russia. And there are 
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large regions unexplored, nota- 
bly the wild country of the up- 
per Orinoco. “River of Mystery.” 

Geographically, Venezuela is an 
agricultural country. And if oil 
has drawn interest and workers 
from the farms, a progressive and 
wide-awake Government is seeing 
to it that this latter source of 
wealth and widespread prosperity 
is in no way neglected, In the 
mountainous regions of the An- 
dean and Coastal Ranges the cli- 
mate is temperate and the soil 
good, This is the most populous 
section of the country. From here 
comes the bulk and the best of 
Venezuelan coffee, once economic 
backbone of the country and still 
its major agricultural export. Co- 
coa, sugar, corn, cotton, fruits 
and vegetables, with the cattle, 
meats and hides from the Central 
plains and the lumber and cabinet 
woods from the Guayana High- 
lands in the south, are other im- 
portant items in Venezuelan ex- 
port trade. ' 

As the Orinoco and its tributar- 
ies drain almost_the entire terri- 
tory of the nation, so are modern 
highways reaching out as aid to 
commerce or to open rich but un- 
developed regions. Thirty years 
ago Venezuelan highways were 
practically non-existent. Today a 
6,000-mile network spreads fan- 
like over the half of the country 
north of the Orinoco and Opure 
Rivers. Trunk lines run west and 
south from Caracas, the Capital. | 
Chief among them is the Simon 
Bolivar highway. Paved or sur- 
faced over most of its distance, 
this road connects most of the 
principal cities of the nation and 





More About A Lidice 
Stamp As Department 
Officials Pass Buck 


An editorial in this Issue of 
Linn’s \eekly Stamp News dis- 
cusses a Lidice stamp with refer- 
ence to a telegram from Third 
Assistant Postmaster General 
Ramsay S. Black, denying its 
probable issue and New York 
Newspapers touting it as coming. 

Here then is a clipping from 
the Washington Sunday Star of 
July 12, in which James Waldo 
Fawcett announces the stamp. 

“The Office of Facts and Fig- 
ures has commissioned Paul F. 
Berdanier of New York and his 
co-operating artists to design a 
was propaganda stamp. It is 
stipulated that the composition 
must represent the village of Li- 
dice, the Czechoslovakian com- 
munity allegedly destroyed by the 
Cermans early last month. The 
drawing is to include the slogan 
“We Won't Forget” and_ the 
phrase “United States Postage 3 
Cents.” 

A special memorandum issued 
by Mr. Berdanier under date of 
July 7 says: “I have already ask- 
ed T. M, Cleland, W. A. Dwiggins, 
Rockwell Kent, Hugo Steiner- 
Prag, Rudolph Ruzicka and Ed- 
ward A. Wilson to make up the 
basic working committee, and I 








forms the Venezuelan sector of the 
Pan American Highway. Com- 
pleted the system will link the 
capitals of Venezuela, Colombia 
and Ecuador, the three countries 
which composed the early repub- 
lic of Greater Colombia, of which 
Bolivar was president.

George L. Huber did the engrav- 
ing. The denomination, as usual 
is $1.
